CHAPTER 140 

SHERIFF. USE OF AUTOMOBILES 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section ftfty-one hundred thirty (5130) of 
the code of Iowa, 1927, relating to the general powers of the board of supervisorll. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. That the law as it appears in section fifty-one hundred 
2 thirty (5130) of the code of Iowa, 1927, be and the same is hereby 
3 amended by adding thereto the following: 
4 "18. To own and operate automobiles used or needed by the county 
5 sheriff and used in the performance of the duties of that office; to 
6 operate a service garage for the purpose of servicing automobiles or 
7 other motor vehicles owned and operated by the county in the per-
8 formance of its duties, and the board may own and service all motor-
9 cycles used by the county sheriff in the performance of the duties of 

10 that office. The board of supervisors may also make such contracts 
11 with the employees of the sheriff's office who use automobiles in the 
12 performance of their duties in connection with the use of such auto-
13 mobiles as in their judgment shall be advantageous to the county." 

1 SEC. 2. This act being deemed of immediate importance shall be 
2 in full force and effect from and after its pUblication in Plain Talk, 
3 a newspaper published in Des Moines, Iowa, and The Booster, a news-
4 paper published in Valley Junction, Iowa.

CHAPTER 141 

POWERS OF BOARDS OF SUPERVISORS 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section ftfty-one hundred thirty (6130) of 
the code, 1927, relating to the powers of the board of supervisors.
